CHARTER 


By King CHARLES the Second, 


In the 33d Year of his Reign. 


Prima pars Patentium de Anno Regent 
Regis CAROLI Secundi Triceſimo Tertio. 
( l ſhall come, Greeting. Whereas Our truſty and well; be- 
; loved Subject William Penn, Eſquire, Son and Heir of 
Sir William Penn, deceaſed, out of commendable Deſire to 
inlarge Our Engliſh Empire, and promote ſuch uſeful Commo- 
dities as may be of Benefit to Us, and Our Dominions; as alſo 
ro reduce the favage Natives, by gentle and juſt Manners, to' 
the Love of civil Society, and Chriſtian Religion, hath humbly 
beſought Leave of Us to tranſport an ample Colony unto a 
certain Company herein after deſcribed, in the Parts of America 
not yet cultiyated and planted 3 and hath likewiſe humbly. be- 
ſought Our Royal Majeſty to give, grant, and confirm all the 
ſaid Country, with certain Privileges and Juriſdiftions requiſite: 


tor the good Government and Safety of the ſaid Country and

Colony, to him and his Heirs, for ever: Know ye therefore, 
That We, favouring the Petition and good Purpoſe of the ſaid 
William Penn, and having regard to the Memory and Merits of 
his late Father, in divers Services, and particularly to his Conduct, 
Courage, and Diſcretion, under Our deareſt Brother James Duke 
of Jork, in that ſignal Battle and Victory fought and obtained 
againſt the Dutch Fleet, commanded by the Heere Van Obdam, in 
the Year One thouſand Six hundred and Sixty-five; in Conſide- 
ration thereof, of Our eſpecial Grace, certain Knowledge, and 
mere Motion, have given and granted; and by this Our preſent 
Charter, for Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, do give and grant, 
unto the ſaid Sir Villiam Penn, his Heirs and Aſſigns, all that 
Ttact or Part of Land in America, with all the Iſlands therein 
cofitiined, as the ſame is bounded on the Eaſt by Delachare 
River, from Twelve Miles Diſtance Northwards of Newcaſtle 
Town, unto the Three and Forticth Degree of Northern Lati- 
tude, if the ſaid River dotſt extend ſo far Northwards; but if 
the ſaid River ſhall not extend ſo far Northward, then by the 
ſaid Riyer ſo far as it doth extend; and from the Head of the 
ſaid-Ribtr/ the Eaſterr Bonnds ate td be determined by a Meri— 
dian Line, to be drawn from the Head of the ſaid River unto 
the ſaid Three and. Fortieth Degree; the ſaid; Lands to extend 
Weſtward Five Degrees in Longitude, to be computed from 
the ſaid Eaſtern Bounds ; and the ſaid Lands to be bounded on 
the North by the Beginning of the Thrce and Forticth Degree 
of Northern Latitude, and. on the. Seuth by -a Circle drawn at 
Twelve Mites Diſtance from Neteraſtle Northwards and Weſt- 
wards, untb the Beginning of the Forticrh Degree of Northern 
Latitude; and then by a ſtrait Line Weſtwards to the Limits 
of Longitude above-mentioned. We do alſo give and grant 
unto the ſaid Milliam Penn, his Heirs and Aſſigns, the free and 
undiſtutbed Uſe, and Continuance in, and Pallage into, and ont 
of, all and ſingular Ports, Harbours, Bays, Waters, Rivers, 
Ifles and Inlets belonging unto, or leading to and from the 
Country or Iflands atorciaid, and all the Soil, Lands, Fields, 
Woods, Underwoods, Mountains, Hills, Fens, Miles, Lakes, 
Rivers, Waters, Rivulcts, Bays, and Inlets, ſituate or being 
within or-belonging unto the Limits and Bounds aforeſaid ; to- 
gether wich the Fiſhing of all Sorts of. Fiſh, Whales, Stutgeons, 
and all Royal and other Fiſhes in the Sea, Bays, Inlers, Waters, 
or Rivers within the Premiſes, and the Fiſh thetei taken; and 
alſo all Veins, Mines, Quarries, as well diſcovered as net dif- 
covered, of Gold, Silver, Gems, and precious Stones, and all 
other whatſocver, be it Stones, Metals, or of any athet Thihg 
or Matter whatſocycr, found or to be found within the Country,

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Illes, or Limits aforcfaid ; and him the ſaid Milliam Penn, his 
Heirs and Aſſigns, We do by this our Royal Charter, for Us, 
-our Heirs and Succeflors, make, create, and conſtitute the true 
and abſolute Proprictarics- of the Country aforeſaid, and of all 
other the Premiſes; Saving always, to Us, Our Heirs and Suc- 
ceſſors, the Faith and Allegiance of the ſaid Milliam Penn, his 
Heirs and Aſſigns, and of all other the Proprietaries, Tenants, 
and Inhabirants, that are and ſhall be within the Territories and 
Preciocts aforeſaid ; and ſaving alſo unto Us, our Heirs and Suc- 
ceſſors, the Sovercignty of the aforeſaid Country; to have, hold, 
poſſeſs, and enjoy the ſaid Tract of Land, Country, Iſles, Inlets, 
and other the Premiſes, unto the ſaid Milliam Penn, his Heirs 
and Aſſigns, to the only proper Uſe and Bchoof of the ſaid 
FWill:am Penn, his Heirs and Aſſigus, for ever; to be holden of 
Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, Kings of England, as of Our 
Caſtle of Windſor, in Our County of Berks, in free and com- 
mon Socage, by Fealty only, for all Services, and not i ca- 
pite, or by Knights Service; yielding and paying therefore to 
Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, Two Beaver-skins, to be deli- 
vered at Our faid Caſtle of Z/;4/or, on the Firſt Day of Ja- 
nuary in every Year; and alſo the Fifth Part of all Gold and 
Silver Ore, which ſhall from time to time happen to be found 
within the Limits aforeſaid, clear of all Charges. And of Our 
further Grace, certain Knowledge, and mere Motion, We have 
thought fit to erect, and We do hereby erect, the aforeſaid 
Country and Iſland into a Province and Seignory, and do call 
it Penh luama, and fo from henceforth We will have it called. 
And foraſmuch as We have. hereby made and ordained the afore- 
ſaid Milliam Penn, his Heirs and Aſſigns, the true and abſolute 
Propriccarics of all the Lands and Dominions aforeſaid; Know 
ye therefore, that We repoſing (ſpecial Truſt and Confidence in 
the Fidelity, Wiſdom, Juſtice, and provident Circumſpection of 
the ſaid William Penn, for Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, do 
grant free, full, and abſolute Power, by virtue of theſe Preſents, 
to him and his Heirs, and to his and their Deputics and Lieute- 
nants, for the good and happy Government of the ſaid Country, 
to ordain, make, enact, and under his and their Seals to pub- 
liſh any Laws whatloever, for the raiſing of Money for the 
publick Uſe of the ſaid Province, and for any other End appertain- 


ing either to the publick State, Peace, or Safety of the ſaid 


Country, ot unto the private Utility of particular Perſons, ac- 
cording to their beſt Diſetetions, by and with the Advice, Aſſent, 
and Approbation of the Freemen of the ſaid Country; or the 


greater Part of them, or of their Delegates or Deputies, whom 
tor the enacting of the ſaid Laws, when and as often as need 


ſhall

ſhall require, We will, that the ſaid William Penn, and his Heirs, 
ſhall aſſemble in ſuch Sort and Form, as to him and them ſhall 
ſeem belt, and the ſaid Laws duly to execute unto and upon 
all People within the ſaid Country and Limits thereof. And 
We do likewiſe give and grant unto the ſaid Milliam Penn, and 
his Hcirs, and to his and their Deputies and Lieutenants, full 
Power and Authority to appoint and eſtabliſh any Judges and 
Juſtices, Magiſtrates, and Officers whatſoever, for what Cauſes 
ſoever, for the Probates of Wills, and for the granting of Ad- 
miniſtrations, within the Precincts aforeſaid, and with what 
Power ſoever, and in ſuch Form as to the ſaid Milliam Penn, 
or his Hcirs, ſhall ſeem moſt convenient; alſo to remit, relcaſe, 
pardon, and aboliſh, whether before Judgment or after, all 
Crimes and Offcnces whatſocycer, committed within the ſaid 
Country, againſt the ſaid Laws, Treaſon and wilful and mali- 
cious Murder only excepted; and in thoſe Caſes to. grant Re- 
pricvcs until our Pleaſure may be known therein; and to do all 
and every other Thing and Things, which unto the complete 
Eſtabliſhment of Juſtice unto Courts and Tribunals, Forms of 

udicature, and Manner of Proceedings, do belong, although in 
thefe Preſents expreſs Mention be not made thereof; and by 
Judges by them delegated to award Proceſs, hold Pleas, and 
determine, in all the ſaid Courts and Tribunals, all Actions, 
Suits, and Cauſes whatſoever, as well criminal as civil, perſonal, 
real, and mixt; which Laws, ſo, as aforeſaid, to be publiſhed, 
Our Will and Pleaſure is, and ſo we injoin, require, and com- 
mand, ſhall be moſt abſolute and available in Law; and that all 
the liege People and Subjects of Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, 
do obſerve and keep the fame inviolably, in thoſe Parts, ſo far 
as they concern them, under the Pain therein expreſſed, or to 
be expreſſed; provided nevertheleſs, That the ſaid Laws be con- 
ſonant to Reaſon, and be not repugnant or contrary, but, as ncar 
as conveniently may be, agrecable to the Laws, Statutes, and 
Rights of this Our Kingdom of England; and ſaving and reſerv- 
ing to Us, Our Heirs and Succeſlors, the receiving, hearing and 
determining of the Appeal and Appeals of all or any Per- 
ſon or Pcrions of, in, or belonging to the Territories aforeſaid, 
or touching any Judgment to be there made or given. And for- 
aſmuch as in the Government of ſo great a Country, ſudden 
Accidents do often happen, whereunto it will be neceſſary to 
apply a Remedy, before the Freeholders of the ſaid Province, 
or their Delegates or Deputies, can be aſſembled to the making 
of Laws; neither will it be convenient, that inſtantly, upon 
every ſuch emergent Occaſion, ſo great a Multitude ſhould be. 
called together; therefore, for the better Government of the 

| ſaid 
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ſaid Country, We will and ordain, and by theſe Preſents, for 
Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, do grant unto the ſaid Malliam 
Penn, and his Heirs, by themſelves, or by their Magiſtrates and 
Officers, in that behalf duly to be ordained, as aforeſaid, to 


make and conſtitute fir and wholſome Ordinances, from time 


to time, within the ſaid Country, to be kept and obſerved as 
well for the Preſervation of the Peace, as for the better Govern- 
ment of the Pcople there inhabiting, and publickly to notify 
the ſame, to all Perſons whom the ſame doth or may any way 
concern; which Ordinances, our Will and Pleaſure is, ſhall be 
obſcrved inviolably, within the ſaid Province, under Pains therein 
to be expreſſed; fo as the faid Ordinances be conſonant to 
Reaſon, and be not repugnant nor contrary, but, ſo far as may 
be, agreeable with the Laws of our Kingdom of England; and 
ſo as the ſaid Ordinances be not extended in any fort, to bind, 
charge, or take away the Right or Intereſt of any Perſon or 
Perſons, for or in their Life, Members, Freehold, Goods or 
Chattels. And Our ſurther Will and Pleaſure is, That the Laws 
for regulating and governing of Property, within the (aid Pro- 
vince, as well for the Deſcent and Enjoyment of Lands, as like- 
wiſe for the Enjoyment and Succeſſion of Goods and Chattels, 
and likewiſe as to Felonies, ſhall be and continue the ſame as 
they ſhall be for the Time being, by the general Courſe of the 


Law in our Kingdom of England, until the ſaid Laws ſhall 


be altered by the ſaid Milliam Penn, his Heirs or Aſſigns, and 
by the Freemen of the ſaid Province, their Delegates or Depu- 
tics, or the greater Part of them. And to the end the ſaid 
IWWilliain Penn, or his Heirs, or other the Planters, Owners, or 
Inhabicants of the ſaid Province may not, at any time here- 
after, by Miſconſtruction of the Powers aforeſaid, through Inad- 
vertency or Deſign, depart from that Faith, and due Allegiance, 
which, by the Laws of this our Kingdom of England, they 
and all our Subjects in our Dominions and Territories always 
owe unto Us, Our Heirs and Succceſſors, by Colour of any Ex- 
rent or Largeneſs of Powers hereby given, or pretended to be 
given, or by Force or Colour of any Laws hereafter to be made 
in the ſaid Province, by virtue of any ſuch Powers; Our further 
Will and Pleaſure is, that a Tranſcript or Duplicate of all Laws 
which ſhall be ſo as aforeſaid made and publiſhed within the 
ſaid Province, ſhall, within Five Years after the making thereof, 
be rranimitted and delivered to the Privy Council, for the Time 
being, of Us, Our Heirs and Succeflors: And if any of the faid 
Laws, within Six Months after that they ſhall be ſo tranſmitted 
and delivered, be declared by Us, Our Heirs or Succeſſors, in 
Our or Their Privy Council, inconſiſtent with the Sovereignty 
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or lawful Prerogative of Us, Our Heirs: or Succeſſors, or con- 
trary to the Faith and Allegiance due by the legal Government 
of this Realm, from the ſaid William Penn, or his Heirs, or ot 
the Plantces and Inhabitants of the ſaid Province; and that 
thereupon any of the ſaid Laws ſhall be adjudged and declared 
to be void by Us, Our Heirs or Succeſſors, under Our or Their 
Privy Seal; that then and from thenceforth ſuch Laws, con- 
cerning which ſuch Judgment and Declaration ſhall be made, 
ſhall become void; otherwiſe the ſaid Laws ſo tranſmitted ſhall 
remain and ſtand in full Force, according to the true Intent 
and Meaning thereof. Furthermore, that this new Colony may 
the more happily increaſe by the Multitude of People reſorting 
thither, therefore We, for Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, do give 
and grant, by theſe Preſents, Power, Licence, and Liberty, unto 
all the liege People and Subjects, both preſent and future, of 
Us, Our Heirs and Succeſlors, (cxcepting thoſe who ſhall be 
ſpecially forbidden) to tranſport themſelves and Families unto 
the ſaid Country, with ſuch convenient Shipping, as, by the 
Laws of this Our Kingdom of England, they ought to uſe, and 
with fitting Proviſions, paying only the Cuſtoms therefore due, 
and there to ſettle themſelves, dwell and inhabit, and plant for 
the publick and their own private Advantage. And further- 
more, that our Subjects may be the rather encouraged to under- 
take this Expedition with ready and chcartul Minds, Know ye, 
That We, of Our ſpecial Grace, certain Knowledge, and mere 
Motion, do give and grant, by virtue of theſe Preſents, as well 
unto the ſaid Milliam Penn, and his Heirs, as to all others, 
who ſhall, from time to time, repair unto the ſaid Country 
with a Purpoſe to inhabit there, or to trade with the Natives 
of the ſaid Country, full Licence to lade and freight in any 
Ports whatſoever, of Us, Our Heirs and Succeſlors, according 
to the Laws made, or to be made, within our Kingdom of 
England, and into the ſaid Country, by them, their Scrvants or 
Aſſigns, to tranſport all and ſingular their Goods, Wares, and 
Merchandizes, as likewiſe all Sorts of Grain whatſocver, and all 
other Things whatſoever neceſſary for Food or Cloathing, not 
prohibited by the Laws and Statutes of Our Kingdoms and Do- 
minions to be carried out of the ſaid Kingdoms, without any 
Lett or Moleſtation of Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, or of any 
the Heir of Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors; ſaving always to 
Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, the legal Impoſitions, Cuſtoms, 
and other Duties and Payments for the ſaid Warcs and Mer— 
chandize, by any Law or Statute duc, or to be due, to Us, Our 
Heirs or Succeſſors. And We do further for Us, Our Heirs and 


Succeſſors, give and grant unto the ſaid Milliam Penn, his Heirs 
and

and Aſſigns, free and abſolute Power to divide the ſaid Country 


and Iſlands into Towns, Hundreds, and Counties, and to crect 


and incorporate Towns into Boroughs, and Boroughs into Cities, 
and to make and conſtitute Fairs and Markets therein, with all 
other convenient Privileges and Immunities, according to the 
Merit of the Inhabitants, and the Fitneſs of the Places, and to 
do all and every othcr Thing and Things touching the Premiles, 
which to him or them ſhall ſeem meet and requiſite, albeit they 
be ſuch as of their own Nature might otherwiſe require a more 
eſpecial Commandment and Warrant, than in theſe Preſents is 
expreſſed, We will alſo, and by theſe Preſents for Us, Our 
Heirs and Succeſſors, We do give and grant Licence by this 
Our Charter, unto the ſaid Milliam Penn, his Heirs and Aſſigus, 
and to all the Inhabitants and Dwellers in the Province aforelaid, 
both preſent and to come, to import or unlade by themſelves, 
or their Servants, Factors or Aſligns, all Merchandizes and Goods 
whatſocver, as ſhall ariſe of the Fruits and Commodities of the 
ſaid Province, either by Land or Sca, into any the Ports of Us, 
Our Hcirs and Succcflors, in our Kingdom of England, and not 
into any other Country whatſocver; and We give him full 
Power to diſpoſe of the ſaid Goods in the ſaid Ports, and if it 
need be, within One Year next after the unlading of the ſame, 
to lade the ſaid Merchandizes and Goods again into the ſame 
or other Ships, and to export the ſame into any other Countries, 
either of Our Dominions or Foreign, according to Law: Pro- 
vided always, that they pay ſuch Cuſtoms and Impoſitions, Sub- 
ſidies and Duties, for the ſame, to Us, our Heirs and Succeſſors, 
as the rcſt of Our Subjects of Our Kingdom of England, for 
the Time being, ſhall be bound to pay; and do obſerve the Acts 
of Navigation, and other Laws in that behalf made. And fur- 
thermore, of our more ample and ſpecial Grace, certain Know- 
ledge, and mere Motion, We do, for Us, our Heirs and Succeſ- 
ſors, grant unto the ſaid Milliam Penn, his Heirs and Aſſigns, 
full and abſolute Power and Authority to make, erect, and con- 
ſtitute, within the ſaid Province, and the Iſles and Iſlets aforeſaid, 
ſuch and ſo many Sca-ports, Harbours, Creeks, Havens, Keys, 
and other Places, for diſcharging and unlading of Goods and 
Merchandizes out of the Ships, Boats, and other Veſſels, and 
lading them in ſuch and ſo many Places, and with ſuch Rights, 
Juriſdictions, and Liberties, and Privileges unto the faid Ports 
belonging, as to him or them ſhall ſeem moſt expedient; and 
that all and ſingular the Ships, Boats, and other Veſſels, which 
{hall come for Merchandize and Trade unto the ſaid Province, 
or out of the ſame ſhall depart, ſhall be laden or unladen only 
at ſuch Ports as ſhall be erected and - conſtituted by the ſaid 

William 
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William Penn, his Heirs or Aſſigns; any Uſe, Cuſtom, or other 
Thing to the contrary notwithſtanding : Provided, that the ſaid 
William, and his Heirs, and the Licutenants and Governors 
for the Time being, ſhall admit and receive, in and about all 
ſuch Ports, Havens, Crecks, and Keys, all Officers and their De- 
putics, who ſhall from time to time be appointed for that Pur- 
poſe, by the Farmers or Commiſſioners of Our Cuſtoms for the 
Time being. And We do further appoint and ordain, and by 
theſe Preſents, for Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, We do grant 
unto the ſaid Milliam Penn, his Heirs and Aſſigns, that he the 
faid William Penn, his Heirs and Ailigns, may from time to 
time, for ever, have and enjoy the Cuſtoms and Subſidies in 
the Ports, Harbours, and other Crecks and Places aforeſaid, 
within the Province aforeſaid, payable or due for Merchandizes 
and Wares there to be Jaded and unladed; the ſaid Cuſtoms 
and Subſidies to be reaſonably aſſeſſed (upon any Occafion) by 
themſelves and the People there, as aſoreſaid, to be aſſembled; 
to whom we give Power, by theſe Preſents, for Us, Our Heirs 
and Succeſſors, upon juſt Caute, and in a due Proportion, to aſſeſs 
and impoſe the ſame; ſaving unto Us, Our Heirs and Succeflors, 
ſuch Impoſitions and Cuſtoms, as by Act of Parliament are and 
ſhall be appointed. And it is Our further Will and Pleaſure, That 
the ſaid William Penn, his Heirs and Aſſigns, ſhall, from time 
to time, conſtitute and appoint an Attorney or Agent to reſide 
in or near Our City of London, who ſhall make known the 
Place where he ſhall dwell, or may be found, unto the Cleiks 
of Our Privy Council for the Time being, or One of them, and 
ſhall be ready to appear in any of Our Courts at We/{m:inſter, 
to anſwer for any Miſdemeanours that ſhall be committed, or b 

any wilful Default or Neglect permitted by the ſaid Malliam 
Penn, his Heirs or Aſſigns, againſt Our Laws of Trade or Navi- 
gation; and after it ſhall be aſcertained in any of Our ſaid 
Courts what Damages We, or Our Heirs or Succeſſors, ſhall have 
ſuſtained by ſuch Default or Neglect, the ſaid Milliam Penn, 
his Heirs and Aſſigns, ſhall pay the ſame within One Year after 
ſuch Taxation and Demand thereof, from ſuch Attorney ; or in 
caſe there ſhall be no. ſuch Attorney, within the Space of One 
Tea or ſuch Attorney ſhall not make Payment of ſuch Da- 
mages within the Svace of a Year, and anſwer ſuch other For- 
feiture and Penaltics within the ſaid Time, as by the Acts of 
Parliament in England ate or ſhall be provided, according to 
the true Intent and Meaning of theſe Preſents; then it ſha!l be 
lawful for Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, to ſeize and reſume 
the Government of the ſaid Province or Country, and the ſame 
to retain until Payment ſhall be made thereof; but notwith- 


ſtanding 
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ſtanding any ſuch Seizure or Reſumption of the Government, 
nothing, concerning the Propriety or Ownerſhip of any Lands, 
Tenements, or other Hereditaments, or Goods, or Chattels, of 
any the Adventurers, Planters, or Owners, other than the re- 
ſpective Offenders there, ſhall be any way affected or moleſted 
thereby. Provided always, and our Will and Pleaſure is, that 
neither the (aid Milliam Penn, nor his Heirs, nor any other the 
Inhabitants of the ſaid Province, ſhall at any time hereafter 
have or maintain any Correſpondence with any other King, 
Prince, or State, or with any of their Subjects, who ſhall then 
be in War againſt Us, Our Heirs or Succeſſors; nor ſhall 
the ſaid William Penn, or Heirs, or any other the Inhabit- 
ants of the ſaid Province, make War, or do any Act of Hofti- 
lity againſt any other King, Prince, or State, or any of their 
Subjects, who ſhall then be in League or Amity with Us, Our 
Heirs: or Succeſſors. And becauſe in ſo remote a Country, and 
ſituate near ſo many barbarous Nations, the Incurſions as well 
of the Savages themſelves, as of other Enemies, Pirates, and 
Robbers, may probably be feared, therefore we have given, and 
for Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, do give Power by theſe Pre- 
ſents, unto the ſaid Malliam Penn, his Heirs and Aſſigns, by 
themſelves, or rheir Captains, or other their Officers, to levy, 
muſter, and train all Sorts of Men, of what Condition, or 
whereſocver born, in the ſaid Province of Pen/ylvania, for the 
Time being, and to make War, and purſue the Enemies and 
Robbers aforeſaid, as well by Sea as by Land, yea, even with- 
out the Limits of the ſaid Province, and (by God's Aſſiſtance) 
to vanquiſh and take them; and being taken, to put them to 
Death, by the Law of War, or to fave them, at their Pleaſure 
and to do all and every other thing, which unto the Charge 
and Office of a Captain-General of an Army belongeth, or hath 
accuſtomed to belong, as fully and freely as any Captain-General 
of an Army hath ever had the ſame. And furthermore, of Our 
ſpecial Grace, and of Our certain Knowledgs, and mere Motion, 
We have given and granted, and by theſe Preſents, for Us, Our 
Heirs and Succeffors, do give and grant, unto the ſaid Milliam 
Penn, his Hcirs and Aſſigns, full and abſolute Power, Licence, 
and Authority, that he the ſaid Milliam Penn, his Heirs and 
Aſſigns, from time to time hereafter, for ever, at his and their 
Will and Pleaſure, may aſſign, alien, grant, demiſe, or enfcoff 
of the Premiſes, ſo many and ſuch Parts or Parcels to him or 
them thar ſhall be willing to purchaſe the ſame, as they ſhall 
think fit; to have and ro hold to them the ſaid Perſon or Per- 
ſons willing to take or purchaſe, their Heirs and Aſſigns, in 
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Fee Simple, or in Fee Tail, or for the Term of Life or Lives, 
or Ycars, to be held of the faid Milliam Penn, his Heirs and 


Aſſigns, as of the Scignory of //nd/or, by ſuch Scrvices, 
Cuſtoms, and Rents, as {hall ſecm fit to rhe ſaid Milliam Penn, 


his Heirs and Aſſigns, and not immediately of Us, Our Heirs 


and Succeſſors: And to the ſame Perſon or Perſons, and to all 
and every of them, We do give and grant, by theſe Preſcnts, 
for Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſots, Licence, Authority and Power, 
that ſuch Perſon or Perſons may take the Premiſes, or any 
Parcel thereof, of the ſaid Milliam Penn, his Heirs or Aſſigns, 
and the ſame hold to themſelves, their Heirs or Aſligns, in what 
Eſtate of Inheritance. ſoever, in Fee Simple, or in Fee Tail, or 
otherwile, as to him the (aid William Penn, his Heirs and Aſligns, 
ſhall ſeem expedient ; the Statute made in the Parliament of 
Edward, Son of King Henry, late King of England, Out Pre- 
deceſſor, commonly called the Staturc ia Emptrores ter- 
rarum, latcly publiſhed in Our Kingdom of England, in any 
wiſe notwithſtanding. And by theſe Preſents We give and grant 
Licence unto the ſaid William Penn, and his Heirs, likewiſe 
to all and every ſuch Perſon and Perions, to whom the ſaid 
William Penn, or his Heirs, ſhall, at any time hercatter, grant any 
Eſtate of Inheritance as aforeſaid, to crc any Parcels of Land 
within the Province aforeſaid, into Manors, by and with the 
Licence to be firſt had and obtaincd for that Purpoſe, under the 
Hand and Seal of the ſaid Milliam Penn, or his Heirs, and in 
every of the ſaid Manors to have and to hold a Court Baron, 
with all things whatſoever which to a Court Baron do belong, 
and to have and to hold View of Frank pledge (for the Con- 
ſervation of the Peace, and the better Government of thoſe 
Parts) by themſelves, or their Stewards, or by the Lords, for the 


Time being, of other Manors to be deputed when they ſhall be 


erected, and in the ſame to ule all things belonging to View 
of Frank pledge: And we do further grant Licence and Autho- 


. rity, that every ſuch Perſon and Perſons who ſhall erect any 


ſuch Manor or Manors as atorcſaid, ſhall or may grant all or 
any Part of his {aid Lands to any Perſon or Perſons in Fee Simple, 
or any other Eſtate of Inheritance, to be held of the ſaid Ma- 
nors reſpectively; ſo as no further Tenures ſhall be created; but 
that upon all further and other Alicnations thereafter to be made, 
the ſaid Lands ſo alicned ſhall be held of the ſame Lord, and 
his Heirs, of whom the Alienor did then before hold, and by 
the like Services, which were before duc and accuſtomed. And 
further Our Pleaſure is, and by theſe Preſents, for Us, Our 
Heirs and Succeſſors, We do covenant and grant to and with 
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the ſaid William Penn, and his Heirs and Aſſigns, that We, 
Our Heirs and Succeſſors, ſhall at no time hereafter tet ar make; 
or cauſe to ſet any Impoſition, Cuſtom, or other Taxation, Raty, 
or Contribution whatſoever, in and upon the Dwellers and In- 
habitants of the aforeſaid Province, for their Lands, Tenements, 
Goods, or Chattels within the ſaid Province, or in and upon 
any Goods or Mcrchandize within the ſaid Province, or to be 
laden or unladen within the Ports or Harbours of the ſaid Pro- 
vince, unleſs the ſame be with the Conſent of the Proprietary, 
or chief Governor, or Aſſembly, or by Act of Parliamept in 
England. And Our Pleaſure is, and for Us, Our Heirs and 
Succeſſors, We charge and command, that this Our Declaration 
ſhall from hencetorward, from time to time, be received and 
allowed in all Our Courts, and before all the Judges of Us, 
Our Heirs and Succeſſors, for a ſufficient Diſcharge, Payment 
and Acquittance; commanding all and ſingular the Officers and 
Miniſters of Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, and injoining them 
upon Pain of Our high Diſpleaſure, that they do not pretume, 
at any time, to attempt any thing to the contrary of the Pre- 
miles, or that they do in any ſort withſtand the fame ; but that 
they be at all times aiding and aſſiſting, as fitting, unto the 
ſaid William Penn, and his Heirs, and to the Inhabitants and 
Merchants of the Province aforeſaid, their Servants, Miniſtcrs, 
Factors, and Aſſigns, in the full Uſe and Fruition of the Benefit 
of this Our Charter. And Our further Pleaſure is, and We do 
hereby, for Us, Our Heirs and Succeſlors, charge and require, 
that it any of the Inhabitants of the ſaid Province (to the Num- 
ber of Twenty) ſhall, at any time hereafter, be deſirous, and 
ſhall by any Writing, or by any Perſon deputed for them, ſignify 
ſuch their Deſire to the Biſhop of London, for the Time being, 
that any Preacher or Preachers, to be approved of by the ſaid 
Biſhop, may be ſent unto them for their Inſtruction, that then 
ſuch Preacher or Preachers ſhall and may be and reſide within 
the ſaid Province, without any Denial or Moleſtation whatſo— 
ever. And if perchance hereafter it ſhall happen, any Doubts or 
Queſtions ſhould arite concerning the true Senſe and Meaning 
ot any Word, Clauſe, or Sentence contained in this our preſent 
Charter, We will, ordain, and command, that at all times, 
and in all things, ſuch Interpretation be made thereof and 
allowed, in any of our Courts whatſoever, as ſhall be adjudged 
moſt advantageous and favourable unto the laid Milliam Penn, 
his Heirs and Aſſigns; provided always, that no Interpretation 


be admitted thereof, by which the Allegiance due unto Us, Our 


Heirs and Succeſſois, may ſuffer any Prejudice or Diminution 3

In the Fifth Vear of his Reign. 


EORGE the Second, by the Grace of God, of Grear 
Britain, France and Ireland, King, Defender of the 
Faith, c. To all to whom theſe Preſents ſhall come, 
Greeting. Whereas We are credibly informed, that 

many of Our poor Subjects are, through Misfortuncs, and Want 

ot Employments, reduced to great Neceſſities, inſomuch as by 
their Labour they are not able to provide a Maintenance for 
themſelves and Familics; and if they had Means to defray the 

Charge of Paſſage, and other Expences incident to new Settle- 

ments, they would be glad to be ſettled in any of Our Pro- 

vinces in America, where; by cultivating the Lands at preſent 
waſte and deſolate, they might not only gain a comfortable Sub- 
ſiſtence for themſelves and Families, but alſo ſtrengthen Our 

Colonies, and increafe the Trade, Navigation and Wealth of 

theſe our Realms: And whereas Our Provinces in North Ame- 

rica have been frequently ravaged by Indian Enemies, more 
eſpecially that of South Carolina, which in the late War, by | 
A the 
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the neighbouring Savages, was laid waſte with Fire and Sword, 
and great Numbers of the Eugliſb Inhabitants miſerably maſ- 
ſacred; and Our loving Subjects, who now inhabit Tirere;-by 
reaſon of the Smallneſs of their Numbers, will, in calc of 
any new War, be expoſed to the like Calamities, inalmuch as 
their whole Southern Frontier continueth unicttled, ans lieth 
open to the ſaid Savages: And whereas We think it highly 
becoming Our Crown and Royal Dignity, to protect all Our 
loving Subjects, be they never ſo diſtant from Us, to extend 
our fatherly Compaſſion even to the Meaneſt and moſt Untfor- 
tunate of Our People, aud to relieve the Wants of our dbove- 
mentioned \poor Subjects; and that it will be highly conduciye 
for accompliſhing thoſe Ends, that a regular Colony of” the 
ſaid poor People be ſettled and eſtabliſhed in the Southern 
Frontiers of Carolina: And whereas We have been well aſſured, 
that if We would be graciouſly pleaſed to erect and ſettle a 
Corporation for the receiving, managing and diſpoſing of the 
Contributions of Our loving Subjects, divers Perſons would 
be induced to contribute to the Uſes and Purpoſes aforeſaid: 
Know ye therefore, that We have, for the Conſiderations afore- 
ſaid, and for the better and more orderly carrying on the ſaid 
good Purpoles, of Oar ſpegial Grace, certain Knowledge, and 
mere Motion, willed, ordained, conſtituted and appointed, and 
by theſe Preſents, for Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, do will, 
ordain, conſtitute, declare. and grant, That Our right truſty 
and well. beloved John Lord Viſcount Percival of Our King- 
dom of Tre/and; Our truſty and well-beloved Edward Digby, 
George Carpenter, James Oglethorpe, George Heathcote, 
Thomas Tower, Robert More, Robert Hucks, Roger Holland, 
William Shoper, Francis Eyles, John Laroche, James Ver- 
non, William Belitha, Eſquires; Stephen Hales Maſter of Arts, 
John Burton Batchelor of Divinity, Richard Bundy Maſter of 
Arts, Arthur Bedford Maſter of Arts, Samuel Smith Maſter of 
Arts, Adam Anderſon, and Thomas Coram, Gentlemen, and ſuch 
other Perſons as ſhall be elected in the manner hereafter mention- 
ed, and their Succeſſors, to be elected in manner as herein after is 
directed, be, and ſhall be One Body Politick and Corporate, inDeed, 
and in Name, by the Name of the Truſtees for eſtabliſhing the 
Colony of Georgia in America; and them and their Succeſſors, 
by the ſame Name, We do by theſe Preſents, for Us, Our Heirs 
and Succeſſors, really and fully make, ordain, conſtitute and de-

Name, for ever; and that by the ſame Name, they, and their 
Succeſſors, ſhall and may have perpetual Succeſſion; and that 
they, and their Succeſſors, by that Name, ſhall and may for 


ever hereafter, be Perſons able and capable in the Law to pur - 
chaſe, have, take, receive and enjoy to them, and their Suc- 


ceſſors, any Manors, Meſſuages, Lands, Tenements, Rents, 


Advowſons, Liberties, Privileges, Iuriſdictions, Franchiſes, and 
other Hereditaments whatſoever, lying and being in any Part of 
Great Britain, of whatſoever Nature, Kind and Quality they 
be, in Fee and in Perpetuity, not exceeding the yearly Value 
of One thouſand Pounds beyond Reprizes, alſo Eſtates for Lives 
and for Years, and all other manncr of Goods, Chattels, and 
Things whatſoever, of what Name, Nature, Quality or Value 
ſoever they be, for the better ſettling, ſupporting and main- 
taining the ſaid Colony, and other Uſes aforeſaid; and to give, 
grant, let and demiſe the ſaid Manors, Meſſuages, Lands, Tene- 


ments, Hereditaments, Goods, Chattels, and Things whatſoever ' 


aforeſaid, by Leaſe or Leaſes for Term of Years, in Poſſeſſion 
at the Time of granting thereof, and not in Reverſion, not 
excceding the Term of One-and-thirty Years from the Time 
of granting thereof, on which, in caſe no Fine be taken, ſhall 


be reſerved the full Value, and in caſe a Fine be taken, ſhall 


be reſerved at leaſt a Moiety of the full Value, that the ſame 
ſhall rcaſonably and bona fide be worth at the Time of ſuch 
Demiſe; and that they, and their Succeſſots, by the Name afore- 
ſaid, ſhall and may for ever hereafter be Perſons able and ca- 
pable in the Law to purchaſe, have, take, receive and enjoy, 
to them and their Succeſſors, any Lands, Territories, Poſſeſſions, 
Tenements, Juriſdiftions, Franchiſes, and other Hereditaments 
whatſoever, lying and being in America, of what Quantity, 
Quality or Value ſocver they be, for the better ſettling, ſupporting 
and maintaining the ſaid Colony; and that by the Name afore- 
ſaid, they ſhall and may be able to ſue and be ſued, plead and 
be implcaded, anſwer and be anſwered unto, defend and be 
defended in all Courts and Places whatſoever, and before what- 
ſoever Judges, Juſtices or other Officers, of Us, Our Heirs and 
Succeſſors, in all and ſingular Actions, Plaints, Pleas, Matters, 
Suits and Demands, of what Kind, Nature or Quality ſoever 
they be; and to act and do all other Matters and Things in as 
ample Manner and Form, as any other our Liege Subjects of

ceſſors, for ever hereafter, ſhall and may have a Common Seal, 
to ſerve for the Cauſes and Buſineſs of them and their Succeſ- 
ſors; and that it ſhall and may be lawful for them, and their 
Succeſſors, to change, break, alter, and make new the ſaid Seal 
from time to time, and at their Plcaſurc, as they ſhall think 
beſt. And We do further grant for Us, Oar Heirs and Suc- 
ceſſors, that the ſaid Corporation, and the Common Council 
of the ſaid Corporation hercin after by Us appointed, may 
from time to time, and at all times, meet about their Aﬀairs, 
when and where they pleaſe, and tranſact and carry on the In- 
ſineſs of the ſaid Corporation. And for the better Execution

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Corporation as aforeſaid, do and ſhall, before he or they act as 
Common Council-men of the ſaid Corporation, take an Oath 
for the faithful and due Execution of their Office; which Oath 
the Preſident of the faid Corporation, for the Time being, is 
hereby authorized and required to adminiſter to ſuch Perſon or 
Perſons ſo elected as aforeſaid. And Our Will and Pleaſure 
is, that the firſt Preſident of the ſaid Corporation ſhall be Our 
truſty and well-beloved the ſaid John Lord Viſcount Percival, 
and that the ſaid Preſident ſhall within Thirty Days after the 
paſling of this Charter, cauſe Summons to be iſſued to the ſeve- 


ral Members of the ſaid Corporation herein particularly named, 


to meet at ſuch Time and Place as he ſhall appoint, to conſult 
about and tranſact the Buſineſs of the ſaid Corporation. And 
Our Wiil and Pleaſure is, and We do by theſe Preſents for 
Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, grant, ordain and direct, that the 
Common Council of the ſaid Corporation ſhall conſiſt of Fif- 
teen in Number: And We do by theſe Preſents nominate, con- 
ſtitute and appoint Our right truſty and well beloved Fohn Lord 
Viſcount Percival, Our truſty and well-beloved Edward Digby, 
George Carpenter, James Oglethorpe,George Heathcote, Thomas 
Tower, Robert More, Robert Hucks, Rogers Holland, William 
Koper, Francis Eyles, John Laroche, Fames Vernon, William 
Belitha, Eſquires, and Stephen Hales, Maſter of Arts, to be 
the Common Council of the ſaid Corporation, to continue 
in their ſaid Offices during their good Behaviour. And where- 
as it is Our Royal Intention, that the Members of the ſaid Cor- 
poration ſhall be increaſed by Election as ſoon as conveniently 
may be, to a greater Number than is hereby nominated, Our 
further Will and Pleaſure is, and We do hereby for Us, Our 
Heirs and Succeſſors, ordain and direct, that from the time of 
ſuch Increaſe of the Members of the ſaid Corporation, the 
Number of the ſaid Common Council ſhall be increaſed to 
Twenty-four: And that at the ſame Aſſembly at which ſuch ad- 
ditional Members of the ſaid Corporation ſhall be choſen, there 
ſhall likewiſe be elected in the manner herein before directed 
for the Election of Common Council men, Nine Perſons to be 
of the ſaid Common Council, and to make up the Number 
thercof Twenty-four. And Our further Will and Pleaſure is, 
that Our truſty and well-beloved the ſaid Edward Digby, 
Eſquire, ſhall be the firſt Chairman of the Common Council 
of the ſaid Corporation; and that the ſaid Lord Viſcount 
Percival ſhall be and continue Preſident of the ſaid Corpora- 
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tion; and that the faid Edward Digby ſhall be and continne 
Chairman of the Common Council of the ſaid Corporation 
reſpeQively, until the Meeting which ſhall be had next and 
immediately after the firſt Mecting of the faid Corporation, or 
of the Common Council of the ſaid Corporation reſpectively, 
and no longet; at which ſaid ſecond Meeting, and at every 
other ſubſequent and future Meeting of the ſaid Corporation, 
or of the Common Council of the ſaid Corporation reſpective- 
ly, in order to preſerve an indifferent Rotation of the ſeveral 
Offices of Preſident of the Corporation, and of Chairman of 
the Common Council of the ſaid Corporation, We do direct 
and ordain, that all and every the Perſon and Perſons, Mem- 
bers of the ſaid Common Council for the Time being, and no 
others, being preſent at ſuch Meetings, ſhall ſeverally and re- 
ſpectively, in their Turns, preſide at the Meetings which ſhall 
from time to time be had and held, of the ſaid Corporation, 
or of the Common Council of the ſaid Corporation reſpective- 
ly: And in caſe any Doubt or Queſtion ſhall at any time ariſe, 
touching or concerning the Turn or Right of any Member of 
the ſaid Common Council, to preſide at any Meeting of the 
ſaid Corporation, or of the Common Council of the ſaid Cor- 
poration, the ſame ſhall be reſpectively determined by the ma- 


jor Part of the ſaid Corporation, or of the Common Council 


of the ſaid Corporation reſpectively, who ſhall be preſent at 
ſuch Meeting. Provided always, that no Member of the ſaid 
Common Council, having ſerved in the Office of Preſident of 
the ſaid Corporation, or of Chairman of the Common Coun- 
cil of the ſaid Corporation, fhall be capable of being or of 
ſerving as Preſident or Chairman at any Meeting of the ſaid 
Corporation, or of the Common Council of the ſaid Corpora- 
tion, next and immediately enſuing that in which he fo ſerved 
as Preſident of the ſaid Corporation, or Chairman of the 
Common Council of the ſaid Corporation reſpectively, unleſs 
it ſhall ſo happen, that at any ſuch Mecting of the ſaid Corpo- 
ration there ſhall not be any other Member of the ſaid Com- 
mon Council preſent, And Our Will and Pleaſure is, that at 
all and every the Meetings of the ſaid Corporation, or of the 
Common Council of the ſaid Corporation, the Preſident or 
Chairman for the Time being ſhall have a Voice, and ſhall vote 
and act as a Member of the ſaid Corporation, or of the Com- 
mon Council of the ſaid Corporation, at ſuch Meeting; and 
in cafe of an Equality of Votes, the ſaid Preſident or Chair- 
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man for the Time being ſhall have and exerciſe a Caſting-vote. 
And Our further Will and Pleaſure is, that no Preſident of the 
{aid Corporation, -or Chairman of the Common Council of 
the {aid Corporation, or Member of the ſaid Common Coun- 
cil or Corporation, by Us by theſe Preſents appointed, or here- 
after from time to time to be elected or appointed in Manner 
as aforeſaid, ſhall have, take or receive, directly or indirectly, 
any Salary, Fee, Perquiſite, Benefit or Profit whatſoever, for or 
by reaſon of his or their ſerving the ſaid Corporation, or Com- 
mon Council of the ſaid Corporation, as Preſident, Chairman 
or Common Council-man, or as being a Member of the faid 
Corporation. And Our Will and Pleaſure is, that the faid 
herein before appointed Preſident, Chairman and Common 
Council- men, before he and they act reſpectively as ſuch, ſhall 
ſeverally take an Oath for the faithful and due Execution of 
their Truſt, to be adminiſtered to the Preſident by the Chief 
Baron of Our Court of Exchequer for the Time being, and by 
the Preſident of the ſaid Corporation to the reſt of the Com- 
mon Council, who are hereby authorized ſeverally and reſpe- 
ctively to adminiſter the ſame. And Our Will and Pleaſure is, 
that all and cvery Perſon and Perſons who ſhall have in his or 
their own Name or Names, or in the Name or Names of any Per- 
ſon or Perſons in Truſt for him or them, or for his or their Bene- 
fir, any Office, Place or Employment of Profit under the ſaid 
Corporation, ſhall be incapable of being elected a Member of 
the ſaid Corporation: And if any Member of the ſaid Corpo- 
ration, during ſuch Time as he ſhall continue a Member there- 
of, ſhall, in his own Name, or in the Name of any Perſon or 
Perſons in Truſt for him, or for his Benefit, have, hold, excr- 
ciſe, accept, poſſeſs or enjoy any Office, Place or Employment 
of Profit under the ſaid Corporation, or under the Common 
Council of the ſaid Corporation, ſuch Member ſhall from the 
Time of ſuch having, holding, exerciſing, accepting, poſſeſſing 
and enjoying ſuch Office, Place or Employment of Profit, ceaſe 
to be a Member of the ſaid Corporation. And We do, for 
Us, Our Heirs and Succeſlors, grant unto the ſaid Corpo- 
ration, and their Succeflors, that they, and their Succeſſors, 
or the major Part of ſuch of them as ſhall be preſent at any 
Mecting of the ſaid Corporation, convened and aſſembled for 
that Purpoſe, by proper and convenient Notice thereof, ſhall 
have |'ower from time to time, and at all times hereafter, to 
authorize and appoint ſuch Perſons as they ſhall think fit, to 
take Subſcriprions, and to gather and collect ſuch Moneys as 
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ſhall be by any Perſon or Perſons contributed for the Purpoſes 
aforeſaid, and ſhall and may revoke and make void ſuch Au- 
thorities and Appointments as often as they ſhall ſee Cauſe fo 
to do. And We do hereby for Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, 


ordain and direct, that the ſaid Corporation ſhall every Year 


lay an Account in Writing before the Chancellor, or Keeper, 
or Commiſſioners for the Cuſtody of the Great Scal of Great 
Britain of Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, the Chief Juſtice of 


the Court of King's Bench, the Maſter of the Rolls, the Chief 


Juſtice of the Court of Common Pleas, and the Chief Baron 
of the Exchequer, of Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, for the 
Time being, or any Two of them, of all Moneys or Effects 
by them' received or expended, for the carrying on the good 
Purpoſes aforeſaid. And We do hereby for Us, Our Heirs 
and Succeſſors, give and grant unto the ſaid Corporation, and 
their Succeſſors, full Power and Authority to conſtitute, or- 
dain and make ſuch and ſo many Bilaws, Conſtitutions, 
Orders and Ordinances, as to them, or the greater Part of 
them, at their general Meeting for that Purpoſe, ſhall ſeem 
meet, neceſſary and convenient for the well-ordering and go- 
verning of the ſaid Corporation; and the faid Bilaws, 
Conſtitutions, Orders and Ordinances, or any of them, to alter 
and annul, as they, or the major Part of them then preſent, 
ſhall fee requiſite; and in and by ſuch Bilaws, Rules, Orders 
and Ordinances, to ſet, impoſe and inflict reaſonable Pains and 
Penalties upon any Offender or Offenders who ſhall tranſgreſs, 
break or violate the ſaid Bilaws, Conſtitutions, Orders and 
Ordinances, ſo made as aforeſaid, and to mitigate the ſame, as 
they, or the major Part of them then preſent, ſhall find Cauſe; 
which faid Pains and Penaltics ſhall and may be levied, ſued 
for, taken, and retained and recovered by the ſaid Corporation, 
and their Succeſſors, or by their Officers and Servants, from 
time to time to be appointed for that Purpoſe, by Action of 
Debt, or by any other lawful Ways and Means, to the Uſe and 
Behoof of the ſaid Corporation, and their Succeſſors; all and 
ſingular which Bilaws, Conſtitutions, Orders and Ordinances 
ſo as aforeſaid to be made, We will ſhall be duly obſerved and 
kept, under the Pains and Penalties therein to be contained; fo 
always as the faid Bilaws, Conſtitutions, Orders and Ordi- 
nances, Pains and Penaltics from time to time to be made and 
impoſed, be reaſonable, and not contrary or repugnant to the 
Laws and Statutes of this Our Realm; and that ſuch Bilaws, 
Con- 
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Conſtitutions and Ordinances, Pains and Penaltics from 
rime to time to be made and impoſed, and any Repeal or Al- 
tcration thercof, or of any of them, be likewiſe agreed to, be 


eſtabliſhed and confirmed by the General Mecting of the ſaid Cor- 


poration, to be held and kept next after the ſame ſhall be reſpe- 
tively made. And whereas the ſaid Corporation intend to ſettle 
a Colony, and to make an Habitation and Plantation in that 
Part of Our Province of South Carolina in America herein 
after deſcribed: Know ye therefore, that We greatly deſiring 
the happy Succeſs of the ſaid Corporation, for their further 
Encouragement in accompliſhing ſo excellent a Work, have of 
Our cſpecial Grace, certain Knowledge, and mere Motion, given 
and granted, and by theſe Preſcnts, for Us, Our Heirs and Suc- 
ceſſors, do give and grant, to the ſaid Corporation, and their 
Succeſſors, under the Reſervations, Limitations and Declara- 
tions hcicafter cxpretled, Seven undivided Parts (the Whole in- 
to Eight equal Parts to be divided) of all thoſe Lands, Coun- 
trics and Territories, ſituate, lying and being in that Part of 
South Carolina in America which lies from the moſt Northern 
Stream of a River there commonly called the Savannah, all 
along the Sca Coaſt to the Southward unto the moſt Southern 
Stream of a certain other great Water or River called the Ala- 
tamaha, and Weſtward from the Heads of the ſaid Rivers re- 
ſpectively in direct Lines to the South Seas, and all that Space, 
Eircuit and Precinct of Land lying within the ſaid Boundaries, 
with the Iſlands in the Sca, lying oppoſite to the Eaſtern Coaſt 
of the ſaid Lands, within Twenty Leagues of the ſame, which 
are not already inhabited, or ſettled by any Authority derived 
from the Crown of Great Britain, together with all the Soils, 
Grounds, Havens, Ports, Gulphs and Bays, Mines, as well Roy- 
al Mines of Gold and Silver, as other Minerals, precious Stones, 
Quarries, Woods, Rivers, Waters, Fiſhings, as well Royal Fiſh- 
ings of Whale and Sturgeon as other Fiſhings, Pearls, Com- 
modities, Juriſdictions, Royalties, Franchiſes, Privileges and 
Pre- eminencies, within the ſaid Territories, and the Precincts 
thereof, and thereunto in any Sort belonging or appertaining, 
and which We by Our Letters Patent may or can grant, and 
in as ample Manner and Sort as We, or any Our Royal Proge- 
nitors, have hitherto granted to any Company, Body Politick or 
Corporate, or to any Adventurer or Adventurers, Undertaker 
or Undertakers of any Diſcoveries, Plantations or Traffick of, 
in or into any foreign Parts whatſocyer, and in as large and 
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ample manner as if the ſame were herein particularly mentioned 
and expreſſed; to have, hold, poſſeſs and enjoy the ſaid Seven 
undivided Parts (the Whole into Eight equal Parts ro be divided 
as aforeſaid) of all and ſingular the ſaid Lands, Countries and 


Territories, with all and ſingular other the Premiſes herein be- 


fore by theſe Preſents granted or mentioned, or intended to be 
granted, to them the ſaid Corporation, and their Succeſſors for 
ever, for the better Support of the ſaid Colony; to be holden 
of Us, Our Heirs and Succeſlors, as of Our Honour of Ham— 
ↄton-· Court, in Our County of Midaleſex, in Fee and Com- 
mon Socage, and not in capite; yielding and paying there- 
fore to Us, Our Heirs and Succeſlors, yearly, for ever, the Sum 


of Four Shillings for every HundredAcres of the ſaid Lands which 


the ſaid Corporation ſhall grant, demiſe, plant or ſettle, the ſaid 
Payment not to commence, or be made, until Ten Years after 
ſuch. Grant, Demiſe, Planting or Settling, and to be anſwered 
and paid to Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, in ſuch Manner, 
and in ſuch Species of Money or Notes as ſhall be current in 
Payment by Proclamation, from time to time, in Our faid 
Province of South Carolina; all which Lands, Countries, 
Territories and Premiſes hereby granted or mentioned, or in- 
tended to be granted, We do by theſe Preſents make, erect 
and create one independent and ſeparate Province, by the Name 
of Georgia; by which Name We will the ſame henceforth to 
be called, and that all and cycry Perſon and Perſons who ſhall 
at any time hercaftcr inhabit or reſide within Our ſaid Pro- 
vince, ſhall be and are hereby declared to be free, and ſhall 
not be ſubje& to, or be bound to obey, any Laws, Orders, 
Statutes or Conſtitutions which have been heretofore made, 
ordered or enacted, or which hereafter ſhall be made, ordered 
or enacted, by, for, or as the Laws, Orders, Statutes or Con- 
ſtitutions by Our ſaid Province of South Carolina (fave and ex- 
cept only the Command in Chief of the Militia of Our ſaid Pro- 
vince of Georgia to Our Governor for the Time being of South 
Carolina, in manner herein after declared); but ſhall be ſubject 
to and bound to obey ſuch Laws, Orders, Statutes and Conſti- 
tutions, as ſhall from time to time be made, ordered and enacted 
for the better Government of the ſaid Province of Georgia, in 
the manner herein after directed. And We do hereby tor Us, 
Our Heirs and Succeſſors, ordain, will and cſtabliſh, that for 
and during the Term of One-and-twenty Ycars, to commence 
from the Date of theſe Our Letters Patent, the ſaid Corpora- 
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tion aſſembled for that Purpoſe ſhal! and may form and pre- 
parc Laws, Statutes and Ordinances, fit and neceſſary for and 
concerning the Government of the ſaid Colony, and not re— 
pugnant to the Laws and Statutes of England; and the ſame 
ſhall and may preſent under their Common Scal to Us, Our 
Heirs and Succeſſors, in Our or their Privy Council, for Our 
or their Approbation or Diſallowance; and the ſaid Laws, Sta- 
tutes and Ordinances, being approved by Us, Our Heirs and 
Succeſſors, in Our or their Privy Council, ſhall from thence— 
forth be in full Force and Virtue within Our faid Province of 
Georgia. And foraſmuch as the good and proſperous Succeſs of 
the ſaid Colony cannot but chiefly depend, next under the 
Bleſſing of God, and the Support of Our Royal Authority, 
upon the provident and good Direction of the whole Enterprize, 
and that it will be too great a Burthen upon all the Members 
of the ſaid Corporation to be convened ſo often as may be 
requiſite to hold Meetings for the ſettling, ſupporting, ordering 
and maintaining fuch Colony; therefore We do will, ordain 
and eſtabliſh, that the ſaid Common Council for the Time be- 
ing of the ſaid Corporation, being aſſembled for that Purpoſe, 
or the major Part of them, ſhall from time to time, and at all 
times hereafter, have full Power and Authority to diſpoſe of, 
expend and apply all the Moneys and Effects belonging to the 
ſaid Corporation, in ſuch Manner and Ways, and in ſuch Ex- 
pences as they ſhall think beſt to conduce to the carrying on 
and effecting the good Purpoſes herein mentioned and intended; 
and alſo ſhall have full Power in the Name and on the Account 
of the ſaid Corporation, and with and under their Common 
Scal, to enter into any Covenants and Contracts for carrying 
on and effecting the Purpoſes aforeſaid. And Our further Will 
and Pleaſure is, that the ſaid Common Council for the Time 
being, or the major Part of ſuch of the ſaid Common Coun- 
cil, which ſhall be preſent and aſſembled for that Purpoſe, from 
time to time, and at all times hcreafter, ſhall and may nomi- 
natc, conſtitute and appoint a Treaſurer or Treaſurers, Secre- 
tary or Secretaries, and ſuch other Officers, Miniſters and Ser- 
vants of the ſaid Corporation, as to them, or the major Part 
of ſuch of them as ſhall be preſent, ſhall ſeem proper or requi- 
ſite for the good Management of their Affairs, and at their 
Will and Pleaſure to diſplace, remove and put out ſuch Trea- 
ſurer or Treaſurers, Secretary or Secretaries, and all ſuch other 
Officers, Miniſters or Servants, as often as they ſhall think = 
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ſo to do, and others in the Room, Ofhce, Place or Stcad of 
him or them fo diſplaced, removed or put out, to nominate, 
conſtitute and appoint; and ſhall and may determine and ap- 
point ſuch reaſonable Salaries, Perquiſites, or other Rewards 
for the Labour or Service of ſuch Officers, Servants and Per- 
ſons, as to the ſaid, Common Council ſhall ſeem meet; and all 
ſuch Officers ſhall, before they act in their reſpective Offices, 
take an Oath, to be to them adminiſtered by the Chair- 
man for the Time being of the ſaid Common Council of the 
ſaid Corporation, who is hereby authorized to adminiſter the 
ſame, for the faithful and due Execution of their reſpective Of- 
fices and Places. And Our Will and Pleaſure is, that all and 
every Perſon and Perſons who ſhall from time to time be cho- 
ſen or appointed Treaſurer or Treaſurers, Secretary or Secrc- 
taries of the ſaid Corporation, in manner herein before directed, 
ſhall during ſuch time as they ſhall ſcrve in the ſaid Offices re- 
ſpectively, be incapable of being a Member of the ſaid Corpo- 
ration. And We do further, of Our ſpecial Grace, certain 
Knowledge, and mere Motion, for Us, Our Heirs and Succeſ- 
ſors, grant by theſe Preſents to the ſaid Corporation, and their 
Succeſlors, that it ſhall be lawful for them, and their Officers 
or Agents, at all times hereafter, to tranſport and convey 
out of Our Realm of Great Britain, or any other Our Domi- 
nions, into the ſaid Province of Georgia, to be there ſettled, all 
ſuch and ſo many of Our loving Subjects, or any Foreigners 
that are willing to become Our Subjects, and live under Our 
Allegiance in the ſaid Colony, as ſhall willingly go to inhabit 
and reſide there, with ſufficient Shipping, Armour, Weapons, 
Ordnance, Munition, Powder, Shot, Victuals, and ſuch Mer- 
chandize or Wares as are eſteemed by the wild People in thoſe 
Parts, Cloathing, Implements, Furniture, Cattle, Horſes, Mares, 
and all other things neceſlary for the ſaid Colony, and for their 
Uſe and Defence, and Trade with the People there, and in 
paſling and returning to and from the ſame. Alſo We do for 
Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, declare by theſe Preſents, that 
all and every the Perſons which ſhall happen to be born with- 
in the ſaid Province, and every of their Children and Poſterity, 
ſhall have and enjoy all Liberties, Franchiſes and Immunitics of 


free Denizens, and natural-born Subjects, within any of Our 


Dominions, to all Intents and Purpoſes, as if they had been 
abiding and born within this Our Kingdom of Great Britain, 
or any other of Our Dominions. And for the greater Eaſe and 
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Encouragement of Our loving Subjects, and ſuch others as ſhall 
come to inhabit in Our ſaid Colony, We do by theſe Preſents, 
for Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, grant, cſtabliſh and ordain, 
that for ever hercaftcr there ſhall be a Liberty of Conſcience 
allowed in the Worſhip. of God, to all Perſons inhabiting, or 
which ſhall inhabit or be reſident within Our ſaid Province; 
and that all ſuch Perſons, cxcept Papiſts, ſhall have a free Exer- 
ciſe of their Religion, ſo they be contented with the quiet and 
peaceable Enjoyment of the ſame, not giving Offence or Scan- 
dal to the Government. And Our further Will and Pleaſure 
is, and We do hereby for Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, de- 
clare and grant, that it ſhall and may be lawful for the ſaid 
Common Council, or the major Part of them aſſembled for 
that Purpoſe, in the Name of the Corporation, and under their 
Common Seal, to diſtribute, convey, aſſign and ſet over ſuch 
particular Portions of the Lands, Tenements and Hereditaments, 
by theſe Preſents granted to the ſaid Corporation, unto ſuch of 
Our loving Subjects, natural-born or Denizens, or others that 
ſhall be willing ro become Our Subjects, and live under Our 
Allegiance in the ſaid Colony, upon ſuch Terms, and for ſuch 
Eſtates, and upon ſuch Rents, Reſervations and Conditions, as 
the ſame may lawfully be granted, and as to the ſaid Common 
Council, or the major Part of them fo preſent, ſhall ſeem fit 
and proper, Provided always, that no Grant ſhall be made of 
any Part of the faid Lands unto any Perſon, being a Member of 
the ſaid Corporation, or to any other Perſon in Truſt for, or 
for the Benefit of any Member of the ſaid Corporation; and 
that no Perſon having any Eſtate or Intereſt in Law or Equity 
in any Part of the ſaid Lands, ſhall be capable of being a Mem- 
ber of the ſaid Corporation, during the Continuance of ſuch 
Eſtate or Intereſt. Provided alſo, that no greater Quantity of 
the ſaid Land be granted either intirely, or in Parcels, to or to 
the Uſe of, or in Truſt for, any one Perſon, than Five hundred 
Acres; and that all Grants made contrary to the true Intent 
.and Meaning hereof ſhall be abſolutely null and void. And 
We do hereby grant and ordain, that ſuch Perſon and Perſons 
for the Time being as ſhall be thereunto appointed by the ſaid 
Corporation, ſhall and may at all times, and from time to time 
hercafter, have full Power and Authority to adminiſter and give 
the Oaths appointed by an Act of Parliament made in the Firſt 
Year of the Reign of Our late Royal Father, to be taken in- 
ſtead of tke Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy, and — 
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Oath of Abjuration, to all and every Perſon and Perſons which ſhall 
at any time be inhabiting or reſiding within Our ſaid Colony, 
and in like Caſes to adminiſter the ſolemn Affirmation to any 
of the Perſons commonly called Quakers, in ſuch manner as 
by the Laws of Our Realm of Great. Britain the ſame may be 
adminiſtered. And We do of Our further Grace, certain 
Knowledge, and mere Motion, grant, cſtabliſh and ordain, for 
Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, that the ſaid Corporation, and 
their Succeſſors, ſhall have full Power and Authority, for and 
during the Term of One-and-twenty Years, to commence from 
the Date of theſe Our Letters Patent, to erect and conſtitute 
Judicatures and Courts of Record, or other Courts, to be held 
in the Name of Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, for the hearing 
and determining of all manner of Crimes, Offences, Pleas, 
Proceſſes, Plaints, Actions, Matters, Cauſes and Things what- 
ſoever, ariſing or happening within the ſaid Province of Geor- 
gta, or between Perſons inhabiting or reſiding there, whether 
the ſame be Criminal or Civil, and whether the ſaid Crimes 
be Capital or not Capital, and whether the ſaid Pleas be Real, 
Perſonal or Mixed, and for awarding and making out Exccu- 
tions thereupon; to which Courts and Judicates We do hereby for 
Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, give and grant full Power and 
Authority from time to time to adminiſter Oaths for the Diſ- 
covery of Truth in any Matters in Controverſy, or depending 
before them, or the ſolemn Affirmation to any of the Perſons 
commonly called Quakers, in ſuch manner as by the Laws of 
Our Realm of Great Britain the ſame may be adminiſtered. 
And Our further Will and Pleaſure is, that the ſaid Corpora- 
tion, and. their Succeſſors, do from time to time, and at all 
times hercafter, regiſter or cauſe to be regiſtered all ſuch Leaſes, 
Grants, Plantings, Conveyances, Settlements and Improvements 
whatſocver, as ſhall at any time hereafter be made by or in the 
Name of the faid Corporation, of any Lands, Tenements or 
Hereditaments within the ſaid Province, and ſhall yearly ſend 
or tranſmit, or cauſe to be ſent and tranſmitted, authentick Ac- 
counts of ſuch Leaſes, Grants, Conveyances, Settlements and 
Improyements reſpectively, unto the Auditor of the Plantations 
for the Time being, or his Deputy, and alſo to Our Surveyor 
for the Time being of Our ſaid Province of South Carolina; to 
whom We do hcreby grant full Power and Authority, from 


time to time, as often as need ſhall require, to inſpect and ſurvey 


ſuch of the ſaid Lands and Premiſes, as ſhall be demiſed, granted and 
; ” ſettled 
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' ſettled as aforeſaid; which ſaid Survey and Inſpection We do 
hereby declare to be intended to aſcertain the Quit-rents which 
ſhall from time to time become due to Us, Our Heirs and 
Succeflors, according to the Reſervation herein before-men- 
tioned, and for no other Purpoſe whatſoever; hereby for Us, 
Our Heirs and Succeſſors, ſtrictly injoining and commanding, 
that ncither Our or their Surveyor, or any Perſon whatſoever, 
under the Pretext and Colour of making the ſaid Survey or 
Inſpection, ſhall take, demand or receive any Gratuity, Fee or 
Reward, of or from any Perſon or Perſons inhabiting in the 
ſaid Colony, or from the ſaid Corporation or Common Coun- 
cil thereof, on the Pain of Forfeiture of their Office or Offices 
and incurring Our higheſt Diſpleaſure. Provided always, and 
Our further Will and Pleaſure is, that all Leaſes, Grants and 
Conveyances to be made by or in the Name of the ſaid Cor- 
poration, of any Lands within the ſaid Province, or a Memo- 
tial containing the Subſtance and Effect thereof, ſhall be regi- 
ſtered with the Auditor of the Plantations of Us, Our Heirs 
or Succeſſors, within the Space of One Year, to be computed 
from the Date thereof; otherwiſe the ſame ſhall be void. And 
Our further Will and Pleaſure is, that the Rents, Iſſues, and 
all other Profits, which ſhall at any time hereafter come to the 
ſaid Corporation, iſſuing or ariſing out of or from the ſaid Pro- 
vince, or out of or from any Part or Parcel of the ſame, ſhall 
from time to time, and at all times hereafter, be laid out and 
applied in ſuch Expences, and in ſuch Manner, as the faid Com- 
mon Council of the ſaid Corporation, or the major Part of 
ſuch of them as ſhall be preſent at any Meeting for that Pur- 
poſe aſſembled, ſhall think will moſt improve and inlarge the 
ſaid Colony, and beſt anſwer the good Purpoſes herein before- 
mentioned, and for defray ing all other Charges about the 
fame. And Our Will and Pleaſure is, that the ſaid Corpora- 
tion, and their Succeſſors, ſhall from time to time give unto 
One of the Principal Secretaries of State, and to the Commiſ- 
fioners of Trade and Plantations, Accounts of the Progreſs of 
the ſaid Colony. And Our Will and Pleaſure is, that no Act 
done at any Meeting of the ſaid Common Council of the 
ſaid Corporation ſhall be effectual and valid, unleſs Eight Mem- 
bers at leaſt of the ſaid Common Council, including the Mem- 
ber who ſhall ſerve as Chairman at the ſaid Meeting, be pre- 
ſcent, and the major Part of them conſenting thereunto. And 
Our Will and Pleaſure is, that the Common Council of the 
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ſaid Corporation for the Time being, or the major Part of them 
who ſhall be preſent, being aſſembled for that Purpoſe, ſhall 
from time to time, for, during and until the full End and Ex- 
piration of Twenty-one Years, to commence from the Date of 
theſe Our Letrers Patents, have full Power and Authority ro 
nominate, make, conſtitute, commiſſion, ordain and appoint, 
by ſuch Name or Names, Style or Styles, as to them ſhall ſeem 
meet and fitting, all and ſingular ſuch Governors, Judges, Ma- 
giſtrates, Miniſters and Officers, Civil and Military, both by 
Sca and Land, within the ſaid Diſtrict, as ſhall by them be 
thought fir and necdful to be made or uſed for the Govern- 
ment of the ſaid Colony (fave always and except ſuch Officers 
only, as ſhall by Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, be from time 
to time conſtituted and appointed for the managing, collecting 
and receiving ſuch Revenucs as ſhall from time to time ariſe 
within the ſaid Province of Georgta, and become due to Us, Our 
Heirs and Succeſſors). Provided always, and it is Our Will and 
Pleaſure, that every Governor of the ſaid Province of Georgza, 
to be appointed by the Common Council of the ſaid Cor 
ration, before he ſhall enter upon or execute the ſaid Office of 
Governor, ſhall be approved by Us, Our Heirs or Succeſſors, 
and ſhall take ſuch Oaths, and ſhall qualify himſelf in ſuch 
manner, in all reſpects, as any Governor or Commander in 
Chicf of any of Our Colonies or Plantations in America are by 
Law required to do; and ſhall give good and ſufficient Security 
tor obſcrving the ſeveral Acts ot Parliament relating to Trade 
and Navigation, and to obſcrve and obey all Inſtructions that 
ſhall be ſent to him by Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, or any 
acting under Our or their Authority, purſuant to the ſaid Acts, or 
any of them. And We do by theſe Preſents for Us, Our Heirs 
or Succeſſors, will, grant and ordain, that the ſaid Corporation, 
and their Succeſſors, ſhall have full Power, for and during and 
until the full End and Term of Onc-and-twenty Tears, to 
commence from the Date of theſe Our Letters Patents, by any 
Commander, or other Officer or Officers, by them for that 
Purpoſc from time to time appointed, to train, inſtruct, exer- 
ciſe and govern a Militia for the ſpecial Defence and Safety of 
Our ſaid Colony, to aſſemble in martial Array, and put in 
warlike Poſture, the Inhabitants of the ſaid Colony, and to 
lead and conduct them, and with them to encounter, expulſe, 
repel, reſiſt and purſue, by Force of Arms, as well by Sca as 
by Land, within or without the Limits of Our ſaid Colony, 
and alſo to kill, ſlay, deſtroy and conquer, by all fitting Ways, 
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Enterprizes and Means whatſoever, all and every ſuch Perſon 
and Perſons as ſhall at any time hereafter, in an hoſtile manner, 
attempt or enterprize the Deſtruction, Invaſion, Detriment or 
Annoyance of Our ſaid Colony; and to ule and exerciſe the 
Law Martial in Time of actual War, Invaſion or Rebellion, in 
ſuch Caſes where by the Law the ſame may be uſed or exer- 
ciſed; and alſo from time to time to erect Forts, and fortify 
any Place or Places within Our ſaid Colony, and the ſame to 
furniſh with all neceſſary Ammunition, Proviſion and Stores of 
War for Offence and Defence; and to commit from time to 
time the Cuſtody and Government of the ſame to ſuch Perſon 
or Perſons as to them ſhall ſeem meet; and the ſaid Forts and 
Fortifications to demoliſh at their Pleaſure ; and to take and 
ſurpriſe, by all Ways and Means whatſoever, all and every 
fuch Perſon or Perſons with their Ships, Arms, Ammunition, 
and other Goods, as ſhall in an hoſtile manner invade, or at- 
tempt the invading, conquering or annoying of Our ſaid Co- 
lony. And Our Will and Pleaſure is, and We do hereby, for 
Us, -Our Heirs and Succeflors, declarc and grant, that the Go- 
vernor or Commander in Chief of the Province of South Ca- 
rolina, of Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, for the Time 
being, ſhall at all times hereafter have the chief Command 
of the Militia of Our HAid Province hereby erected and 
eſtabliſned, and that ſuch Militia ſhall obſerve and obey all Or- 
ders and Directions that ſhall from time to time be given or 
ſent to them by the ſaid Governor or Commander in Chief; 
any thing in theſe Preſents before contained to the contrary 
thereof in any wiſe notwithſtanding. And of Our eſpecial 
Grace, certain Knowledge, and mere Motion, We have given 
and granted, and by theſe Preſents, for Us, Our Heirs and 
Succeſſors, do give and grant, unto the ſaid Corporation, and 
their Succeſlors, full Power and Authority to import and ex- 
port their Goods, at and from any Port or Ports that ſhall be 
appointed by Us, Our Heirs or Succeſſors, within the ſaid 
Province of Georgia, for that Purpoſe, without being obliged 
to touch at any other Port in Carolina. And We do by theſe 
Preſents, for Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, will and declare, 
that from and after the Determination of the ſaid Term of- 
One-and-twenty Years, ſuch Form of Government, and Method 
of making Laws, Statutes and Ordinances, for the better go- 
verning and ordering the ſaid Province of Georgia, and the In- 
habitants thercof, ſhall be eſtabliſhed and obterved any” the 
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ſame, as We, Our Hcirs or Succeſſors, ſhall hercafter ordain and 
appoint, and ſhall be agreeable to Law; and that from and after, 
the Determination of the ſaid Term of One-and-twenty Years,
